Read Me First — Regarding Various “Early Days_...” Files in the Bibliography 


When we sorted the several 1,000 files we had for the Los Angeles COVID-19 quarantine/isolation (Q/I) 
program for people experiencing homelessness (PEH) and people who could not Q/I at home, we found 
quite a number from the first few months of the program that we believed had some utility, but were 
not complete or up to date enough to deserve a note in the manuscript and an individual citation. 


We added “Early Days_” to the title of these files to make them readily accessible and to denote their 
unfinished nature. 


We think that they will give a good idea of the concerns one will need to address on a particular topic in 
the beginning of pandemic regarding Q/I for PEH, but in most cases they will be limited in detail and not 
fully representative of our overall learning during the later months of the program. You may find 
individual citations that contain more evolved detail, but lack some of the range of the Early Days files.
